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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment filed on 1/28/05 has been received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14, 25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. Claims 1 and 14 state that a "road wheel status" is used. The instant 
application has only shown support for the use of road wheel acceleration for this 
purpose. Claim 3 has been amended to claim that the road wheel velocity is multiplied 
by coefficient KVW. This directly contradicts the specification (e.g. figure 7 box S410) in 
which the acceleration is used in such a calculation. The applicants amendments are 
not supported by specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Okazaki 

(JP 081 0421 9A) in view of Onogi et al (U. S. Patent no. 4,749,239) 

Okazaki discloses calculating the master cylinder pressure by first calculating the 
vehicle body deceleration (vehicle model which is equivalent to the claim limitation 
"second wheel cylinder brake liquid pressure estimating section"), and then corrects by 
calculating the pressure change from the increasing time and the decreasing time 
(hydraulic model which is equivalent to the claim limitation "first wheel cylinder brake 
liquid pressure estimating section"). 

Okazaki does not disclose using the road wheel status (interpreted by the 
examiner as road wheel acceleration) as the basis of the vehicle model. Onogi et al 
teaches the use of road wheel acceleration as the basis of a vehicle model (see column 
3 lines 30-35). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use road wheel status as taught by Onogi et al in the system 
of Okazaki as it eliminates the need to have either a vehicle acceleration sensor or 
performing a complex calculation that involves each wheel acceleration and said 
wheel's slip in order to determine the vehicle body acceleration. It thus reduces costs 
and complexities of the system. 

Regarding claims 15 and 16, Okazaki et al does not disclose using the method 
on a traction control system. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use the method on a traction control system 
since none of the measurement are based on the stroke or force of the brake pedal and 
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determining the master cylinder pressure to calculate brake control is just as important 
to traction control as ABS. 

Regarding claim 20, Okazaki discloses treating the rear wheels independently in 
paragraph 61. 

6. Claims 21 and 22 are allowed.
